“T wasn’t at the inquest and had not 
been summoned to appear,” she an- 
swered.

Another fact considered significant 
was that the alley door, through 
which the employes enter, was found 
unlocked by Jackson, the fireman. 
Owen was scrupulous as to his duties, 
and never unlocked the door until 
5:30 a. m. If he unlocked the door 
himself, he must have done it shortly 
after midnight—a thing which never 
happened before, according to em- 
ployes. 

Maintains He Is Innocent. 

Louis Owen, interviewed at the police 
headquarters holdover Monday by a4 
Post-Dispatch reporter, was.afire with 
indignation. 

“The idea!’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘of accus- 
ing a son of killing his father. Why, we 
were regular chums. Last summer 1! 
worked two months with him, turning 
in his signals. 

“Of course, I was with him the night 
before his death, and had been there 10 
nights handrunning before. After I left 
him at midnight, I went straight to my 
room.” 

He was reminded of Mrs. Moore's 
statement that she had heard him walk- 
ing the floor until midnight for a week 
before the tragedy and that his room 
was unccupied Tuesday night. 

‘Tt is untrue,”’ shouted he. “I was 
with my father every night.- My sister 
will testify that I was at the boarding 
house Tuesday night, because she came 
there early Wednesday morning, awak- 
ened me and told me of our father’s 
death. 

“I never borrowed a cent from my 
father. It‘is true I went to him Tues- 
day night to get some money to go to 
Chicago to work. He promised it to 
me. I didn’t have to kill him to get it. 
He promised willingly to give it to me.” 

He was asked why he employed an 
assumed name at the boarding house. 

“Because of my troubles with my 
wife,”’ he said. 

“Did you pose as a secret service 
man?” he was asked. 

“No, but many persons took me for 
one. It arose from a joke. My friends 
used to call me ‘the secret service man’ 
because I was on watch with my father 
80 much.”

Newman and Miss McEl!lwain’s fellow 
bodrders said Monday that Emerson was 
well known to them, and that since his 
first call last December, he had called 
a score of times to see her. 

Miss McElwain told others that Emer- 
son was trying to sell her mining stock, 
and that they sat in the private parlor, 
rather than in the public one, so that 
they might not be interrupted in the ex- 
amination of maps of Alaska which he 
was showing her. 

That the acquaintance was a social as 
well as a business one, the others were 
convinged when Emerson began at- 
tending the Friday night dances with 
the teacher. There was some chaffing 
comment when he did not appear the 
night of Jan. 21, and there were know- 
ing looks when Miss McElwain was 
called to the telephone. 

Dr. Kate W. Beall, who resides at the 
Park Hotel, said Monday that Emerson 
told her he had come here from Phila- 
delphia, and that he had recently been 
hurt in an accident. She questioned 
him and found, she said, that he was jn 
good physical condition, and that the 
accident had not amounted to much. 

George Ebeling, who has confessed 
his share in the robbery and has ac- 
cused Bill Lowe of planning and leading 
the job, declares Emerson is not guilty 
of the charge against him.

Unless some incriminating evidence 
is obtained before the hearing of Emer- 
son, Bill and James Lowe Friday aft- 
ernoon, Emersan may be released.

STARTED IN A STORM 





Defied Waves That Broke 
Over Bow; Another Ship 
Forced to Turn Back. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.~Tugs from the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard are today search- 
ing every cranny of the Long Island 
shore and the New Jersey coast in an 
effort to find some trace of the missing 
Nina, which, with her crew of 32, left 
the Norfolk Navy Yard eight days ag° 
for Boston and has not been heard from 
since. The tugs are equipped with wire- 
‘ess and are keeping in constant touch 
with the navy yard here and with the 
other vessels engaged in the search. 

Word came today that the Nina was 
spoken at noon, Feb. 6, nine miles north- 
east of Hog Island, on the Virginia 
coast, in a heavy sea, by the Merchants 
and Miners’ steamer Howard. 

The revenue cutter Gresham reported 
from Boston today that she had spoken 
the tug Savage, which left Chesapeake 
Bay in company with the Nina last 
Sunday. The skipper of the Savage told 
the commander of the Gresham that the 
seas were running so high he decided 
to turn back, but the Nina headed on 
out to sea with the waves breaking high 
over her bow. That was the last the 
Savage saw of her. 

The fear is increasing among naval 
officials that the Nina has foundered. 
The little tug is a single screw vessel, 
and an injury to her machinery or pro- 
peller would havé disabled her com- 
pletely. If she is drifting helpless it 
is ‘not unlikely that the strong north- 
west winds of the past week heave driv- 
en’ her far seaward. If this has hap- 
pehed the food problem must have al- 
ready become serious, for she carried 
only a slight excess of provisions. 

The trip from Norfolk to Boston would’ 
not ordinarily take more than three 
days. 

Many Vessels in Search. 

The supply ship Culgoa, laden with 
stores for the battleship fleet at Gua- 
tamamo, has been diverted from her 
course by order of the Navy Department 
and has left on an independent search 
for the Nina. Sh» is criss-crossing that 
portion of thé sea where the misgihg 
tug may be adrift. After she hag ful- 
filled |her mission she will rooqor to 
Guatanamo. ; , 3 

The boats now searching for the 
Nina include the gunboat Castine, the 
collier Caesar and the revenue cutters 
Acushnet, from Boston; the revenue 
cutter Gresham, from New London? 
the tugs Pontiac and Apache and the 
supply ship Culgoa from New York 
and the destroyer Lamson, just ar- 
rived at Newport from Philadelphia. 

Boat Built in 1865. 

The coast from the mouth of the 
“hesapeake to the mouth of Delaware 
Bay is being patrolled by the battle- 
ship Louisiana and the scout cruisér 
Salem 

Chief Boatswain John 8S. Croghan, 
commander of the Nina, is of long ex- 
perience. He has been in charge of 
the Nina since 1908. 

The Nina is an iron tug of schoon- 
er rig of 357 tons displacement, 137 
feet long and 26 feet 8% inches deep, 
She was bullt at Chester, Pa., in* 18665, 
and cost $128,000. Her speed is rated 
at 11.12 knots. 


No Trace of Boat Seen. 

NEWPORT, R. I., Feb. 14.—No trace 
of the naval tug Nina was seen by the 
torpedo boat destroyer Lamson, just 
arrived from Philadelphia. The de- 
stroyer, under orders from Washing- 
ton, maintained a vigilant watch on 
her trip up the. coast.

Witness Declares Only Bal- 
linger and Dennett In- 
tentionally Miscon- 
ducted Office. 


By Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. i4.—Louls E. 

Glavis, the principal accuser of Secre- 
tary Ballinger, underwent his first or- 
deal of cross-examination when the 
Ballinger-Pinchot inquiry was resumed 
by the joint congressional committee to- 
day. 
’ ‘The cross-examination was undertaken 
by John’ J. Vertrees of Nashville, at- 
torney for Secretary Ballinger. Ver- 
trees drew from the witness the fact 
that he made no charges of corruption 
against any one, in the Land Office or 
in the Department of the Interior. 
Giavis declared that if he had found 
evidence of corruption he would have 
taken the matter to a grand jury in- 
stead of to the President. 

Giavis said he thought the facts war- 
ranted the opinion that Ballinger and 
Dennett had acted improperly and he 
charged them with official misconduct. 

Through a process of elimination, Ver- 
trees had the witness exonerate all the 
other officials or agents of the land of- 
fice and the Department of the Interior. 

Glavis repeated the statment he had 
made on direct examination that he was 
convinced that the Interior Department 
was not in safe hands and that the 
people’s interests were not safeguarded. 

When the luncheon adjournment was 
taken, Vertrees indicated he would’ try 
at the afternoon session to draw from 
Glavis a definite statement of the al- 
leged misconduct of Ballinger and Den- 
nett. 

é Spectators Mostly Women.

Attorneys Brandeis and Cotton, rep- 
resenting Glavis and occupying the ‘po- 
sition of prosecutors, were opposed to- 
day by Attorneys Vertrees and Rasch, 
representing Mr. Ballinger and others 
o¢ the Interior Department.

and lisp. His ‘‘r’s’’--are always pro- 
nounced like “w,” so in one place in 

_the record his testimony read: “There 
is a parchment reef.”’ Glavis declared 
he said “There is approximately.”’

DOCTOR CURES PNEUMONIA 
BY VACCINATING VICTIMS 
WITH PNEUMOCOCG! GERMS 


Ordinarily Fatal Cases Are Suc- 
cessfully Treated by System of 


Inoculation of Bacilli. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—A record of six 
cases of pneumonia, ordinarily fatal, in 
which, after a treatment of ineculation 
with a vaccine of killed pneumococci, a 
complete recovery -was had, is an- 
nounced by Dr. Henry A, Craig, as- 


sistant surgeon at the Sailors’ Snug 
Harbor Hospital, New Brighton, Staten 
Island, in the current issue of the Medi- 
cal ‘Record. 

In these cases, the ages of the patients 
were from 66 to 87 years, and, as is well 
known, pneumonia is fatal in almost all 
Cases at that age. 
more important is that all the patients 
had a marked alcoholic history and all 
showed marked arterioseresis. 

Millions of the germs, obtained from 
the blood when pessible, are made into 
@ vaccine, the number of the pneume- 
cocci being 50,000,000 in a cubic centi- 
meter. They are killed by being placed in 
a hot-air sterilizer for three-quarters of 
an hour. The vaccing is then ready for 
use, and the patient is usually vac- 
¢cinated with from twenty to thirty mil- 
lion of the bacteria at one time, the 
treatment being repeated every two days 
until the patient is on the road to re- 
covery. 

Dr. Craig said last night that he had 
now used the treatment in seven cases— 
one case since the article was written— 
and that there had been a recovery in 
every case. Before the present method 
of treatment the moftality from pneu- 
monia was 66 2-8 per cent. One reason 
for the high percentage is that all the 
inmates of the institution are more than 
sixty years old and nearly all have an

STONE REFERS 
HADLEY ATTACK AS | 
“PUERILE GABLE? 


Explains Deficit of Adminis- 
tration, Scoffs at Reference 
to “Heritage” of Debt. 


Reserving a discussion of the 1908 sena- 
torial primary election for another chap- 
ter, Senator Stone has given out a state- 
ment at Washington, replying to Gov. 
Hadley’s charges that he (Stone) voted 
for the bill to increage the salaries of 
senators and congressmen and that @ 
deficit of $357,000 in the State’ finances 
was inherited from Stone’s administra- 
tion as Governor. 
The Senator refers to the second ac- 
cusation as ‘“puerile gabble.”” As for 
voting to increase his own salary, the 
Congressiona! Record shows that he vot- 
ed to the contrary, the Senator says. 
“I did not take money out of public 
funds,” adds Senator Stone, “to pay 
myself for board which I furnished to 
the servants of my household, nor send 
abroad for mansion linen, nor pay my 
traveling expenses out of State funds, 
nor ride in handsome carriages, bought 
by the State, and besides, I paid for my 
own horse feed. 
“These are live questions of ‘present 
moment, but so far the Governor has 
ignored them, refusing to give them 
even a gmoment of his august attention.” 
Explains the Deficit. 
Concerning the alleged $357,000 deficit, 
the Senator has this to say: 
“After reading the Governor's effusion 
I asked the state auditor and treasurer 
to inquire into the matter and advise 
me accurately. I have their statements. 
[It appears that the deficits appropriated 
for at the close of my term on the 
first of January, 1897, amounted to 
$363,966.27, but at that time the cash on 
hand in the treasury amounted to $731,- 
966.27. 
“Of the deficit, more than $285,000 was 
for criminal costs certified to the audi- 
tor in excess of the appropriation made 
for that fund and more than $50,000 was 
for expenses of assessing and collecting 
the state revenue in excess of the ap- 
propriation made for that purpose. The 
exa¢t amount of these two items as 
given to me is $335,697.34. 
“It follows, therefore, the rest of the 
deficit amounted to about $27,000, con- 
sisting for the most part of claims for 
publishing constitutional amendments, 
apprehension of criminal fugitives, pub- 
lishing reports of the Supreme and Ap- 
pelate courts, purchasing books for the 
State Library and paying salaries for 
new judges which had not been pro- 
vided for. 
“Now, the Governor says that he in- 
herited the deficit from my administra- 
tion, as he did all deficits from all other 
admivistrations for 40 years. 
“Why he should limit this inheritance 
to 40 years I do not know. AI] this gab- 
ble of Gov. Hadley about ‘inheriting’ de- 
ficits is so purile and so utterly silly as 
to be unworthy ‘of serious attention.”

The parents’ declaration is another 
proof that ancient superstitions survive 
in this county, Berke and counties sur- 
rounding, where inhabitants have been 
slow to forget the mysterious folk 
tales of their old country ancestors. 

Mr. and Mrs. Garl employed “witch 
doctors,” “‘pow-wow doctors,” but thefr |. 
charms, incantations and potions did not 
gave the Gar! children’s lives. Physicians 
of established schodlis say some ‘of the 
Garls died of marasmus, which is a loss 
of health,. flesh and vitality caused 
oftenest by inanition. Others of the chil- 
dren died of tuberculosis, say the regu- 
lar doctors.

It Wins Success With Essen- 
tially the Same Story That | 
Damned “The Greater 
Love,”

é¢ HE CLIMAX,” which began its 
week's engagement at the Cen- 
tury last night, is the pluckiest 
stage venture seen in St. Louis this 


season. 

It isn’t that it has only four players 
in the company, but one of whom is a 
woman. “The Wolf” had but six, with 
only one woman, and “The Fighting 
Hope” but five, with two women. 

Nor is it that there is no change of 
scene in its three acts. Certain notably 
powerful dramas, memorably “Magda,” 
possess this excellent virtue of scene 
concentration. 

Neither is it because of the fact that 
the leading masculine figure of its little 
romance is sent about his business at 
the play’s close, its story denied a hap- 
py ending. Just a little while ago we 
saw this same thing done—for vastly 
different reasons, however—in “A Man’s 
World,” of Mary Mapnering’s playing, 
over which New York is now vastly en- 
+husiastic. 

The pluckiness of “The Climax’s” pre- 
sen on lies in its excoeding gentleness, 
in, eo intentional delicacy of its dra- 
matic fabric, in the truth of its atmos- 
phere being so purely musical that one 
would swear it couldn’t possibly appeal 
to any but the sincerest music-loving 
souls. 

Deliberately it invites the piteous fate 
of “The Greater Love,” that exquisite 
stage story of Mozart's life in which 
Aubrey Bouccicault came such a crop- 
per several seasons ago, finding the play- 
going public utterly unresponsive to 
its theme of the devoted composer who 
puts the love of woman out of his heart 
because of his deeper love of music. 

Yet, “The Climax’’ doesn’t meet that 
fate. 

Its story is precisely the same. in es- 
sentials—only now it’s a girl) Adelina 
von Hagen, consecrating herself to 
song, who denies love to her life as did 
Mozart, consecrated to the creation of 
song. 

The stage Mozart died swiftly and la- 
mentably. Adelina von Hagen is living 
triumphantly, the play of which she is 
the central character having run bDril- 
Hantly for months in New York and Chi- 
cago, being so well liked, indeed, that 
it has been two years in getting to St. 
Louis. The same playgoing public that 
turned its thumbs down for poor Mozart 
has decreed life and victory in identical- 
ly the same conflict for Adelina von 
Hagen.

COST IS BUT TRIFLING 


Sufferer From Rheumatism 
Hopes to Realize $500,000 
From His Discovery. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 14-—Floral cul-

On March 1 Trap- 
ley will send from his home in Georgia 
to Washington to Representative Hd- 
wards for exhibition a rose: plant bear- 
ing several black blooms, also @ number 
of. buds equally as black. This was 
the statement made to Representative 
Edwards by Trapley here. 

Experimented 15 Years. 

Trapley arrived in Washington Sat- 
urday. He was preceded by a letter 
from Col. Lawton, whe asked Repre- 
sentative Edwards to take the man itn 
tew. Together they visited the patent 
office and told the assistant commis- 
sioner of patents, Cornelius C. Billings, 
of the wonderful discovery. Commis- 
sioner Billings immediately gave Trap- 
ley the required papers to make appli- 
cation for a patent. 

“After 15 years of experimenting 
have discovered a process by which 
black roses and black cotton may be 
produced,”’ Trapley said to Mr, Billings. 
“The formula is inexpensive. It con- 
sists of three inexpensive chemicals 
which are diluted with water. 

“IT have taken an ordinary rosebuash 
bulb and planted ‘it in riéli earth, and 


produced a rose as large and heavy as 
an American Beauty and as black as 
coal. The petals of this rose have the 
game gloss and luster as the American 
Beauty. The feeding process is exactly 
the same as watering a plant. 
“Ags the first shoots of the bush push | 
up through the earth an extraordinary 
darkness can be noticed. The same is 
true of the foliage. The leaves of the 
bush are almost black. The buds when 
they appear are black. 
Will Return to Old Color. 

“One of the peculiarities of the pro- 
cess is that after a certain number of 
applications during the first year it 
can be stopped and for two seasons the 
plant will bear black flowers. If the 
feeding process is not continued in the 
third year the bush will again assume 
its natural state. / 
‘What is true of the rose is true ef 
all other flowers and also of cotton. By 
the use of my chemical secret I can pro- 
duce black cotton and it will cost little 
or nothing as compared with black dye. 
One of the features is that the chemicals 
seem to have a general good effect on 
the plants. Those I have experimented: 
upon have grown to extraordinary size_ 
and are of a fine fiber. 2 
“The day my process is protected by 
patent I can dispose of it for $600,000.

Born in the back woods of Georgia, 
Trapley .can scarcely read or write, 
When «a boy, Dennis, as he is known 
to every merchant in Savannah, fished 
in the creek which ran by his father’s 
cabin.

President Taft's speech in New York 
Saturday night was the subject of gen- 
eral comment in St. Louis financial, po- 
litical and. railroad circles Monday. 

A number of bankers told a Post-Dis- 


patch reporter that they cordially ap- 
prove the part of the President's ad- 
dress dealing with business conditions 
and. say there can be no objection to 
his declaration that regardless of whom 
it may affect, the antitrust law must be 
enforced. 

Exception is taken, however, to the 
President’s indorsement of the proposed 
savings bank system, President Jones of 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. being 
more outspoken on this question than 
other St. Louis bankers. 

Mr. James’ Statement. 

He said: ‘It is worthy _of notice that 
President Taft quotes from the Repub- 
lican National Platform as follows: 

“*We favor the establishment of a 
postal savings bank system for the con- 
venience of the people and the encour- 
agement of thrift,’ and then proceeds to 
éxplain that in order for the bill to be 
constitutional the postal savings bank 
must be made ‘an instrument of natienal 
government in borrowing money.’ 

“Thus, it seems that he admits that 
the grdup upen which the Republican 
National Convention favored the estab- 
lishment of a postal savings bank sys- 
tem, namely ‘for the convenience of the 
people and the encouragement of thrift,’ 
would not be among the purposes for 
which the Federal constitution was 
made, This is an instance where an un- 
constitutional result is sought to be ac- 
complished in an indirect way, that is, 
by pretending .that the Government 
needs another instrument in borrowing 
money, when no such thought was sug- 


‘gested at the Republican National Con- 


vention, and would not be suggested 
now if it were not for accomplishing in 
an indirect way what would be uncon- 
stitutional if attempted directly. 

“The tendency of the bill, if enacted, 
will be te centralize the meney power 
behind the Federal Government. 

“A companion-piece to this evident 
subterfuge is the law which requires 
returns of 
their business to the Federal Govern- 
ment and makes such returns “public 
records,’’ and provides for a tax to be 
paid by the corporations. The official 
messages and debates show that the 
moving purpose in this legislation was 
publicity as regards the affairs of the 
corporations to put them under Federal 
control, and, I think, in the main, to 
clearly accentuate the centralization of 
power in the Federal Government. Yet 
it was recegnized that these purposes 
were outside of the Constitution. And 
so to make the legislatidn within the 
Constitution the subterfuge of provid- 
ing revenues by taxation was resorted 
to, when the amount. of money that 
would be raised thereby was not claimed 
by anyone to be so considerable as to 
be a matter that would lead to specific 
legislation. 

‘With such legislation as the above, 
tugether with the pure food laws and 
the like, there will be encountered all 
the dangers of a centralized Federal 
power and a continued encroachment on 
the rights of the States pointed out and 
feared by the fathers who made the 
Constitution.” 

Charlies H. Huttig, \president of the 
‘Third National Bank, said: 

“T am in accord with the President's 
views on the question of law enforce- 
ment. If our anti-trust or other laws, 
calculated to interfere with legitimate 
business, are economically unsound, 
they should be changed. Until they are 
changed, however, no responsible inter- 
est should think of disobeying them. 
“As to the President’s tariff utter- 
ances, I do not wish to,make om com- 
ment.”’ 

Walker Hill, president of the Mechan- 
ics-American National Bank, said: 
“T haven't read the President’s speech 
thoroughly. Frem what I have read it 
seems to be all right. 

“Nobody can object to the President's 
statement that he intends to enforce 
the law against all wrong-doers.”’

NEW BEGINNING MADE 





Prisoners Are All Placed on 
Equal Footing and Past 
Records Forgotten. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 14.—In suits 
of light blue, 2300 convicts in the State 
Penitentiary marched to work this 
morning. Their stripes are gone for- 
ever if they behave themselves. 

' Less than 100 men are wearing stripes 
ond they will be freed within a month. 

When the convicts assembled in the 
big dining hall Zor breakfast Warden 
Andrae made a short talk. He said-tha* 
every convict, except those who are 
socn to be released, had been furnished 
with a new suit of clothes, which indi- 
cated that all past records had been 
wiped out. The prison officials, he 
s:id, were willing to start every con- 
vict on an equal footing. Thoge whose 
future conduct is meritorious, he said, 
will never again have to wear stripes. 
This mark of degradation will be im- 
posed in the future only as punishment. 
He explained that it is up to every con- 
vict from now on to Judge if he pre- 
fers plain and substantial clothing to 
the loathsome stripes. 

Convicts Give Vote of Thanks. 

Every convict knew that the change 
was coming, and in their own secret way 
of communicating with each other were 
ready with a response. Charles Wright, 
No. 6695, had the following resolution 
ready, and, after ‘being read, it was 
adopted with a roar: 

‘'Whereas,. The Board of Prison In- 
spectors and Warden of this insfitu- 
tion have seen fit tv abolish the stripes 
and dress the inmates in a uniform 
which is more becoming and which 
makes the inmates feel more like men 
‘and human beings; 

“Whereas, Since the first inmate was 
received within the walls of this in- 
stitution the stripes have béen a badge 
of degradation and humiliation, and as 
this day marks the passing of the same 
within the prison walls, 

“Resolved, That we, the inmates, to- 
day, Feb. 13, 1910, move that a vote of 
thanks be extended to the honorable 
Board of Prison Inspectors and the 
Warden for this wonderful change. 
“Be it further Resolved, That we, the 
inmates, fully appreciate the efforts the 
honorable board and the Warden are 
putting forth in an endeavor to make 
this a model institution, and we will 
strive to do our best to show our appre- 
‘ciation of the same by our conduct in 
‘the future; and we will endeavor to 
show that we merit their good will 
and respect.”’

The people accept with satisfaction President 
Taft’s dictum that the law must be enforced 
and that if business methods are not in con- 
formity with the laws they must be changed. 
They are pleased with his promise to carry 
out the pledges of the Republican platform con- 
cerning the establishment of postal banks; the 
strengthening of the hands of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, particularly in the mat- 
ter of controlling railroad, bond and stock is- 
sues, the restriction of injunctions and the con- 
servation of national resources. Unfortunately 
through its support of Ballinger which forced 
the dismissal of Pinchot there is a widespread 
Mack of confidence in Mr. Taft's ability to over- 
come the influences against conservation now 
dominant in his administration. 

The public will not mourn over the evidence 
in the speech of a growing coldness on the 
part of the President towards the federal in- 
corporation measure. It is at best a doubtful 
remedy for corporate abuses and. involves a 
dangerous centralization of power in the hands 
of the federal administration which may not 
always be wisely and unselfishly used. 

But the address was marred by a repetition 
‘of the President’s Winona blunder fn defending 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff outrage and the pluto- 
cratic machine bossism of the Senate and House. 
The President does not seem to realize that the 
public mind is made up on the tariff question 
and that no amount of hair-splitting with regard 
to shades of upward and downward revision 
and increases and decreases of revenue will 
affect the public judgment. The victory of the 
forces of privilege and plutocracy in Congress 
and the White House was so manifest that ex- 
cuses, explanations and apologies are futile 
against the rising tide of public opinion. The 
strongest condemnation of the Payne-Aldrich 
law and of the party organization’s surrender 
to privilege has come from Republicans. In the 
face of the proof of Republican sentiment 
throughout the country against the .ew tariff

Senator Brackett of the New York Legislature 
has introduced a bill providing for a special elec- 
tion at “which all women over 21 years of age 
may vote on the question whether full suffrage 
shall be granted to women.” The object of the 
bill is to test the extent of the demand on the 
part of women for the ballot. The vote, of 
course, would determine nothing beyond the 
question whether or not a majority of women 
wish to vote. It would remain with the male 
voters later on to decide. whether to grant the 
wish should a majority of the women declare 
for suffrage. In fact, suffrage in New York could 
be conferred upon women only by constitutio 
amendment. 

It is to be hoped the Legislature will approve 
the bill. Such an election would be one of the 
most interesting ever held. It has been asserted 
with vehemence that a majorfty of women wish 
the ballot. With an air of scoffing at all veliem- 
ence, it has been as positively asserted on the 
other side that an overwhelming majority of 
women do not wish to vote. These contradic- 
tions have gone on for years. Men, whose minds 
are more or less indifferent to the subject, and 
who would as willingly vote for as against female 
suffrage, would be glad to have the issue brought 
to the test by some such election in a State of 
so large a population as New York. 

One of the most interesting features of such a 
contest would be the method of electioneering 
adopted by the opposing sides. It is easy to 
foresee what sort of campaign the suffragettes 
would make; but how would the opposing party 
meet it? J

Explosions in Coal Mines. 
Coal mine accidents usually occur in the winter, 


partly because the activity of operations is greater, 
but more particularly because of climatic conditions. 
With the exception of the fire at Cherry, Ill, all the 
other mine accidents of late years can be grouped 
under one head of gas (or dust) explosions, and the 
cause is not hard to find. During the summer months 
the mine corridors and rooms are cooler than the 
outside air, consequently the air forced down by the 
fan parts with some of its moisture and the timbers, 
brattices, ribs and faces of the coal workings are rel- 
atively damp. In the winter all of these conditions 
are reversed and a condition of high inflammability 
results, particularly with the dust from coal, which. 
in @ finely divided state, if properly mixed with sir, 
forms @ highly explosive mixture. Now add to this: 
condition one more, a falling barometer, and the fire 
damp, which is native to the coal, occludes from ®V~ 
ery fissure and seam, sometimes in blowers of 
great violence, and then a naked light or even & 
spark from a pick is sufficient to cause an ¢x- 
plosion, and the after-damp, which is a mixture 
of steam, carbonic acid gas and nitrogen, unable 
to sustain life, causes the death of all in its path 
by asphyxiation. The force of the explosion us- 
ually destroys the brattices, stoppings and some- 
times the fan itself so that subsequent ventila- 
tion of the mine is impossible until repairs are 
made, sometimes the work of days, and the rescue 
work {fs impossible until too late. 

Our State laws usually require rigid inspection, not 
only of the mines, but of the men in charge of them. 
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There ig every reason why Missouri 
should have as great and well supported 
@ university as any of the American 
commonwealths maintain. There is no 
Western state which equals Missouri's 
wealth and population. There is none 
which has the national resources to 
profit more by such a spread of gen- 
eral, practical knewledge as it is the 
function of a state-supported university 
to provide. Missouri has just begun to 
realize how much benefit a great cen- 
tral school can be to all classes of its 
people. 

But neither this benefit, ner the ad- 
vantage which comes from having the. 
school maintained by all the people in- 
stead of by private benevolence, can be 
attained as it should be attained unless 
the State is wisely generous in its pro- 
vision of money.
